DTLA  2040  Working  Group 

CCA  submitted  a  comment  letter  to  City  Planning  regarding  DTLA  2040,  the  effort 
to  update  the  two  Downtown  community  plans.  The  letter  was  developed  by  our 
working  group  and  focused  on:  Adaptability  of  General  Plan  Designations, 
Consistency  of  Downtown  Planning  Resources,  and  Supporting  Downtown’s 
Growth.  CCA  highlighted  the  need  for  new  zones  that  promote  housing  production 
at  all  income  levels  and  we  stressed  that  Downtown  is  the  place  in  the  City  to 
meaningfully  address  the  housing  crisis.  In  addition,  we  advocated  for  a 
coordinated  community  benefits  approach  to  ensure  there  are  not  duplicative  and 
conflicting  requirements.  CCA  will  continue  to  engage  in  this  important  issue  and  is 
hosting  our  next  working  group  on  Friday,  April  28,  from  10-1 1 :30  a.m.

Community  Exchange  Day:  SRHT  &  CCA 
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Last  Friday,  CCA  and  Skid  Row  Housing  Trust  (SRHT)  partnered  to  host  a 
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Community  Exchange  Day.  CCA  members  spent  the  morning  at  the  Star 
Apartments  and  experienced  activities  such  as  acupuncture,  gardening,  meditation 
and  mosaic  making.  SRHT  staff,  along  with  formerly  homeless  residents  of  the 
Star  Apartments,  facilitated  the  activities  and  the  peer-to-peer  exchange.  CCA 
members  were  able  to  learn  first-hand  about  permanent  supportive  housing  and 
the  benefits  of  a  housing  first  approach.  CCA  will  continue  to  host  member  events 
like  this  to  build  community  throughout  Downtown.

“Immersing  myself  for  a  few  hours  in  the  surroundings  and  activities  at  Star 
Apartments  gave  me  a  greater  appreciation  for  the  wonderful  staff  who  serve 
homeless  individuals  in  our  community  and  how  a  supportive  housing  program  like 
this  can  transform  a  person’s  life.

Homelessness  Policy  Committee 
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This  week  at  CCA's  Homelessness  Policy  Committee  we  received  an  update  on 
Measure  H  implementation  and  learned  about  the  City  Attorney's  Motel 
Conversion  Program. 

Measure  H  was  approved  by  the  voters  in  March  2017  and  will  generate 
approximately  $355M  per  year  for  10  years  to  end  homelessness.  An  expenditure 
plan  is  currently  being  developed  and  is  available  for  review  here.  Comments  will 
be  accepted  until  May  1.  CCA  will  be  submitting  comments  and  encourages  our 
members  to  do  the  same. 

The  funding  recommendations  will  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
June  13.  The  funding  is  focused  on  the  following  areas:  a  coordinated  countywide 
outreach  program,  expanding  bridge  and  crisis  housing  and  building  the 
Coordinated  Entry  System. 

CCA  members  raised  the  Maintenance  of  Funding  Effort  resolution  and  asked  that 
Measure  H  not  be  used  to  backfill  previous  commitments.  We  also  discussed  the 
need  to  see  an  immediate  impact  to  homeless  encampments  on  the  street.  In 
addition,  CCA  members  asked  for  increased  presence  of  outreach  teams 
throughout  Downtown. 

We  also  discussed  the  great  challenge  of  siting  new  homeless  facilities  and 
learned  that  the  County,  in  partnership  with  United  Way,  hired  a  consultant  to 
research  and  develop  an  effective  and  consistent  message  to  address  community 
concerns. 

The  City  Attorney  recently  launched  the  Motel  Conversion  program.  This  program 
seeks  to  convert  existing  motels  to  permanent  supportive  housing  for  homeless 
individuals.  The  program  includes  financial  incentives  for  motel  owners,  including 
housing  vouchers  and  construction  renovation  funds.  It  also  offers  management  of 
the  motel  for  those  owners  who  wish  to  maintain  the  property  but  do  not  want  to 
operate  it. 

The  Motel  Conversion  program  is  a  great  example  of  the  public  sector  providing 
incentives  to  the  private  sector  to  address  homelessness.  CCA  will  continue  to 
support  innovative  ideas  like  this.

Report  to  the  Development  Industry

The  event  was  attended  by  over  125  members  of  the  development  community,  as 
well  as  every  City  department  involved  in  development  services.  Attendees  heard 
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from  LA  Department  of  Building  &  Safety,  City  Planning,  LADWP,  LA  Fire 
Department,  all  of  the  Public  Works  Bureaus,  and  the  Department  of 
Transportation. 

The  overriding  theme  of  the  day  was  the  need  for  continual  improvements  to 
partnerships  and  communication.  It  was  also  noted  that  there  has  been  a 
significant  shift  toward  a  greater  focus  on  customer  service  in  the  City.  Jessica 
recognized  the  Office  of  Mayor  Garcetti  and  the  entire  City  family  for  their  excellent 
progress  and  encouraged  continued  participation  from  the  development 
community.
